In discussing the Concorde during en mn- 
terview for a French newspaper recently, 
Jimmy Carter was quoted as saying, “I do 
not favor the use of supersonic aircratt under 
foretgn flags to the United States, insofar 
ss Congress and the government rejected 
the SST which could have been built in the 
United States.”

Steel Firms Roll Back Price Rise 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 30 (AP). 
~—Three major steelmakers today 
dropped their plans to raise 
prices on steel products used 
primarily in autos and appliances. 

U.S. Steel Corp., the nation’s 
Jargeat steel producer, announced 
15 dropped plans for a 45-per- 
cent increase, because of “com- 
petitive factors.” 

Bethlehem Steel, the nation’s 
second largest, and Inland Sieel 
then followed Big Steel's lead 
and withdrew their plans for

‘The increases would have been 
effective on Oct. 1.

Armeo Steel, the fifth largest, 
had started the withdrawal 
movement Friday when it said it 
would delay its price increases 
untit Jan, 2 because of “com- 
petitive developments.” 

General Motors. meanwhile. 
said the action would have no 
effect on announced price in- 
creases on its cars. 

“Even with the steel price in- 
crease rolled back, our cost in- 
ereas€s are subsiantially greater 
than our Price. increase, We 
therefore would not expect any 


change at this time,” said a GM 
spokesman, 

Ford, Chrysler and American 
Motors had no comment. 

“In spite of high demand and 
ful! cost justification for these 
products, competitive factors 
forced this decision.” U.S, Steel 
said in a brief announcement. 

“Future price changes for there 
Products will depend on the 
competitive position in the mar- 
ketplace.” it added. 

Products on which price hikes 
were withdrawn include hot 
rolled, cold rolled and galvanized.

The announced hikes would 
have added $11 per ton to one 
widely used sheet product and 
5158 to another.

Ireland May Ease 
Its Restrictions 


On Annulmenis 


DUBLIN, Aug. 30 tReuters!.— 
Married couples in the Irish Re- 
public, although they mey not 
obtain divorces, will be able to 
seek annulments of their mar- 
riages far more easily under pro- 
posed sweeping law reforms an- 
nounced here. 

The proposals, which were un- 
veiled in @ draft law by the Irish 
attorney general, Declan Costello, 
are aimed at reconciling in- 
consistencies between the com- 
paratively liberal attitude toward 
granting annulments by = ec- 
clesiastical courts in the county 
and strict, outdated civil laws, 

The Constitution forbids di- 
vorce but Catholic Church au- 
thorities grant hundreds of an- 
nulments—a declaration that a 
marriase never existed—in the 
Republic every year. 

Under present iegisiation the 
Power to grant a decree of 
nullity in civil courts is so li- 
mited that only 20 persons have 
applied in the last 10 years. 
Irishmen prefer to seek annul- 
ments in ecclesiastical courts or 
travel to Britain to take advant- 
age of liberal] divorce laws there. 

The new proposals greatly 
broaden the grounds on which 
οἷν} nullity decrees could be 
granted. They would give the 
courts discretion to annw ἃ 
marriage because of immaturity, 
menial disorder, duress or lack 
of true cousent of either partner.
